at 
the present time he is the only resi­ 
dent of Adams county charged by gov­ 
ernment 
authorities 
with 
being 
a 
slacker. 
His name appears on the of­ 
ficial list of draft evaders which will 
soon be made public. 
Friday night 
in the jail during 
a 
cross 
examination 
Smith 
admitted 
that from April 5, 1916 until a year 
and a half 
later 
he had served 
six 
months in the Adams county jail and 
one year 
in the Eastern penitentiary 
at Philadelphia for larceny of corn. 
“Did you serve in the army, 
navy 
or marine corps?” he was asked. 
“No”, was the reply. 
“ Hid you know' that active warfare 
was going on 
between 
this country 
and Germ any?” was the next query. 
“ Yes.” 
“ Dbl you know that every man be­ 
tween the ages of 
1H and 21 and 
MO 
and 37 was 
expected to register 
in 
1918 and join 
the fighting forces 
if 
not exempted.” 
“ Yes," replied 
the man 
charged 
with being a slacker. “ I registered out 
bere along the Emmitsburg road.” 
“Then why 
didn’t you respond 
to 
the summons of the draft board?” 
“ I never got a notice. I moved from 
here to Akron and then went to Bal­ 
tim ore.” 
“ Didn’t you know that all men who 
changed their places of residence were 
supi>osed to notify the draft board?” 
“ N o.” 
According to members of the Ad­ 
ams County Draft Board they search­ 
ed in vain for William Ka; sell Smith 
in 1918 and could not locate him. He 
was unmarried and therefore without 
cause for 
exemption from 
military 
service. 
The apprehension of William Smith 
came as the result

Martial Law To End 
Tulsa, Okla., June 4— Adjutant Gen- 
erel Charles F. Barrett, commanding 
national guardsmen here on riot duty, 
I yesterday afternoon refused a plea 
of the Tulsa Chamber of Commerce 
that the soldiers be retained here for 
at least a week and announced that 
the martial low’ proclamation would 
be withdrawn.
